Dedeaux got the idea for his ample chair about 20 years 
ago, but a heart attack forced him to store the lumber and 
postpone plans. 

Ed Stewart, who spent the day with chain-saw sculptor 
Aurelio Castillo assembling the rocker, remembered re- 
igniting Dedeaux’s idea. 

“We were talking one day and I said, ‘You ought to go on 
and finish that chair,’ ” Stewart said. “ ‘You'll probably get 
it in the Guinness Book of Records.’ ” 

It was 20 years ago that the Dedeauxs ventured into the 
woods on their property to remove cypress logs that 
would later serve as the posts for the rocker. By hand, 
they removed the bark and allowed the wood to age. 

The fire was rekindled last week. 

Out came the lumber, the nails, the drills, the chainsaws 
and the basic design he uses for all his rockers — on a 
much larger scale, of course. He laid it all out in charcoal 
on the lengthy porch in front of his furniture store, 

“a far, we have it balanced out and it looks good,” Roy 
said. 

Having a 23-foot rocking chair in front of his furniture 
store can’t hurt business. Dedeaux’s sons Chuck and Andy “ 
say it’s picked up already. 3 

“__ “I didn’t figure it would do what I have seen it do,”

would swing into the parking lot to take a look. A couple of 
guys stayed about an hour sitting in their truck watching us 
work.” 

Chuck said the enormous rocker has tumed into a 
backdrop for photo seekers. 

“They all want to get their picture taken in it,” he said. 
“They are just amazed. There were I don’t know how 
many having their picture made today. They want to know 
how tall it is, how wide it is, what kind of wood it is.” 

The smaller chair, 20 feet tall, took less time, but the 
Dedeauxs may wait a while before beginning another. 

“Oh, man, we about worked ourselves to death trying 
to get these together,” Chuck said. “We've done enough 
for a while. We're going to just let it set for a little while. 
We've done enough for a while.” 

The size surprised everyone. 

“| didn’t realize just how tall that chair would be,” Chuck 
said. “It’s a lot taller standing up in the air.” 

With a smile, Roy’s wife Hessie shakes her head. 

“He’s always coming up with something,” she said. “He 
has a creative mind. He’s still sharp about things and he 
just thinks the factory doors can’t open without him.” 

One chair will serve as a weicome sign at the factory on 
Canal Road, while the other will rest at an acre Roy owns 
at the intersection of Interstate 10 and Canal Road.

Roy Dedeaux and his sons, Chuck 
and Andy, are creating a legend in 
wood. From oak and other selected 
hardwoods, they are artfully crafting 
massive rockers, tables, cabinets and 
other sturdy creations which are 
destined to become collectors’ items. 


The rocking chairs, beds, tables and 
dozens of other pieces they have 
designed fit well into the decor of plan- 
tation homes and other styles built for 
comfortable Southern living. 

“We'd like to see what we’re making 
wind up as antiques,” Roy Dedeaux 
said. “We take rea] pride in what we do. 
Our policy is to do the best job we can 
every time we Pick up a piece of 
lumber.” 

The Dedeaux Clan Furniture Factory 
idea got started about 15 years ago 
after Roy Dedeaux made a very large 
rocker for one of his sons in his back 
yard. Many people saw it and wanted 
one for themselves, so what had been 
a back yard hobby started turning into 
a business. Then Chuck and Andy join- 
ed in and the firm has grown ever since. 
Three new employees were added 
recently. 

“Chuck and Andy aatnatly own it,” 
Roy Dedeaux said. “They don’t pay me 
so they can’t fire me — this is the best 
arrangement for a job I’ve ever had.” 

Recently, a new 10,000 square foot 
building was completed near the 
Dedeaux home to house the workshop 


and a large display area for the many . 


wood products they make. 

“We use mostly oak because it’s one 
of the best woods,’ Dedeaux said. 
“Most is Mississippi lumber, but some 
comes from Alabama.” 

According to Dedeaux, the huge 


Magnolia State rocking chair and the 
jumbo rocker are the two leading items 
in sales. Large dining and kitchen 


tables and chairs also are in big de- | 


mand. Between 35 and 40 other items 
are also in demand, including beds, 
benches, cabinets, bars, mantles, 
dressers, stereo cases, room dividers, 
roll-top desks and many more. New 
items are added periodically. 

Making replacement. bannister 
spindles for. ante-bellum homes is 
another specialty of the firm. Orders 
have come from as far away as Mem- 
phis, Dallas and parts of Florida. 
“Gingerbread” or trim work is another 
specialty, 

Recently, the firm started selling 
hardwood lumber and plywood such as 
oak, mahogany, cypress, walnut, teak 
and many other varieties. A planer and 
dry kiln were also added. 

All the wooden arms, legs, table tops, 
and parts for rockers are made by 
hand. Chuck Dedeaux works at a lathe 
to make the pieces. Decorative cuts and 
beads are made in the wood as it spins 
on the lathe. 

“We drill all the holes just a little 
small and air dry all the posts we use 
in the chairs when they have a little 
moisture,’ Chuck said. “We don’t use 
any glue and this makes them fit 
tighter. 

“All the years we’ve put chairs 
together, I don’t think we’ve ever had 
one come apart,” he said. 

The rocking chairs may have backs 
and bottoms of wooden slats, cane, or 
selected cowhide. The hides are stock- 
ed in fall and winter when the hair is 
most colorful. 

According to Chuck Dedeaux, as the 
volume of the firm has grown, they 
have worked at: becoming more effi-

cient. There are now two 12-inch 
planers and one 32-inch one. They have 
also converted to three-phase power. 

Electrical’ requirements of the fur- 
niture factory are supplied by Coast 
Electric Power Association. 

Andy Dedeaux is in charge of assem- 
bling the furniture, sanding, staining 
and finishing it. He leaves the finish so 
that the good wood grain shows 
through.
